RE: Procedure in Case of a Major Fire or Earthquake. 

WHAT TO DO IN CASH OF FIRE : 

1. At the first indication of a major fire, call the switchboard from the nearest 
inter-campus phone. Be sure to give exact location of the fire. Do not try 
to fight a major fire by yourself. 

2. When notified to evacuate the buildings, do so immediately. 

A. Bring your purse and car keys. 

B. Bring a coat or sweater if you have one with you. 

C. Rooms and offices should be left as follows: 

--lights on 

--all doors closed and unlocked 

--all windows closed 

3. To evacuate the buildings, use the stairway nearest you. If any stairway is 
blocked, use the one easiest of access. 

4. After leaving the building, proceed immediately to the street. Ycu will receive 
further directions when you arrive there. DO NOT TRY TO LEAVE THE CAMPUS until 
you are authorized to do so. 

WHAT TO DO IN CAS E OF AN EARTHQUA KE: 

The following instructions are for moderate, major or great earthquakes. 

1. Inside any buildings--get into a corner doorway, under a table, desk or bench. 
Stay away from windows, overhead lights, gl.ass doors, outside walls, or anything 
made of brick or stone. If you can't walk because of the shaking, then crawl on 
all fours. Watch for falling objects, such as ceilings, light fixtures, etc. 

2. DO NOT TRY TO LEAVE BUILDING DURING THE QUAKE. Stay put until the building stops 
shaking—then find a safe way out. If the lights are out, take a flashlight with 
you. Once outside, proceed to the street or to any area that is open and away 
from buildings which could fall on you. 

3. If you are outside, remain there. 

4. Stay outside until you receive directions to return to where you were. Once you 
are back inside, remember that there are usually several aftershocks, and although 
the intensity of these is less than the original quake, damage may still occur. 
Watch for falling objects and broken glass.

F Sf^QTJLD DO AFTER AN EARTHQUAKE 



Check for "injured persons and, when necessary, provide first aid. If anyone is 
seriously injured, don't move them unless there is danger of their being injured 
more severely. 
CALL FOR HELP (PARAMEDICS - 483-6721). 

Check for fires in the building and any situation that could lead to a fire. If 
you smell something hot or burning, check it out carefully. 
(FIRE DEPT.- 483-6721) 

Check the utilities and shut the gass off ONLY if there is a sign that it is leaking 

If you can't smell gas or hear it leaking, assume it is all right. If gas is, or 

was, leaking, make sure there is no smoking or use of electrical appliances in 
the area, to avoid fire. 



If there are any water pipes damaged, turn off the main valve. 

If there are any exposed wires or evidence of wires being shorted cut, then turn 
off the electricity at the main box, 

Check to be sure sewage lines are not damaged before using toilet facilities. 

If you see that utilities outside the buildings are damaged (e.g. - fallen wire), 
tact the authori ties .

Don't enter any damaged building unnecessarily until you have assessed the situation 
w no one in the building if you do not think it is safe.
